"Whenever anybody has related anything dis­ 
creditable to Bryon. aMiring me it m ust be true, 
for he heard it from Bryon himself. I always felt 
that he could not have spoken on worse authority and 
that, in all probability, the tale was a pure inven­ 
tion**. 
Bryon. I told this young boastful man. had 
a diseased and distorted vanity. . . Once while he 
was washing his hand he casually told a friend that 
there had always been madness in the Bryon family. 
As he continued his washing he camly remarked 
a& though It were a trivial m atter:

Though we parents might force 
our children to profess a certain 
faith we cannot, by commanding 
them or by tugging a t their heart­ 
strings, rom pel them to espouse our 
beliefs Anyway, we do not wish to 
cause our children to be hypocrites, 
We might however, win them to our 
way, When they express religious 
doubts and disbeliefs 
let us not 
argue or grow excited 
Let us guar­ 
antee to them religious freedom.
